The fire escape in use et the present 
time consists of a platform 4it x 3ft th a 3ft guard 
rail, with a trap door leading to a ladder which is 
nailed to the side of the building. It is not a very 


rood escane for small children. I would suggest that

the Department builds a new fire escape as follows: - 


Have a door cut through the end window 
with a 4ft by 3ft pletform. This platform to have @ 
3ft railing with balustredes 3" apart. Have steps 
leading to another platform 12f£t below up against the 
side of the building. This second pletform to be 3ft 
square. Then have stevs leading to the ground at right 
angles to this platfcrm. The steps should be made of 
2x10 planking and the risers of 1x8 square edge. the 
entire steos from top to bottom should have ea Sft railing 
with the balustrades 3" apart. The first platform would 
be supported from the ground below by 6x6 timber, splicede 
In addition there should be three iron rods of 1" diemeter 
going through the building and being caught inside by & 
2x4. The second platform could be supported by 4x4 timbere 
Every 4th step should have a {" iron bar to ensure agains 
any buckling. The door should open out on to the platform 
end the upper helf should have four lights of glass. A 
mortise lock and a barrel bolt would be necessary for secur- 
ing the door. The supporting timber could in its turn be 
supported and secured by 2x6 timber.

Re employment of Mr. Those H. Varcoe, I regret that I did 
not make myself clear on this point, and thet I confused you 
somewhat in the matter, by referring to him as "carpenter and 
handy-man at the Agency." Mr. Varcoe is not in cur service, 
or a member of our Staff: The following is an abstract from 
my inspection report dated May 29th, 1941, Page 5: 


" Mr. Thos. H. Varcoe - Fireman-Engineer-Handy-man. 
While not a salaried employee, this man makes his home 
at the hospital, where he docs the work of fireman- 
labourer, handyéman and chore boy, for his board and 
room. He is a fair mechanic and engineer, and a good 
farm carpenter. From information I got in conversa- 
tion, he came to the reserve in 1934, with the Depart- 
ment's approval, to work on Indian buildings (houses) 
for which he was paid from Band Funds. In between 
times, did odd jobs at the Agency and hospital, 
for which he made no charge. 46 remained and has 

now become a living part of the institution. His 
doing so for his board and room saves us the cash 
salary of a fireman-engineer. “e is a good worker, 
well behaved, unassuming, does not interfere, and 
would be missed by everyone on the reserve were he 

to leave. When there is any carpenter work to be 
done on the reserve for the indians, or the Depart- 
ment, he is employed to do so, and is paid -- from 
Band Funds or Appropriation, as the case may be. 

He appears to be well satisfied with his lot, and 
wishes to remain where he is and carry on as he 

has been doing for the past seven or eight years." 


This will explain how he came to the Agency, where he has 
remained. 


As will be noted, Mr. Varcoe has submitted a quotation 
for each piece of work to be done, and he now informs me that 
this was based on an hourly rate of 40¢. He has his own tools. 
I would recommend giving him the werk, which I feel certain he 
will do most carefully and satisfactorily.

You 
are of course aware that since I commenced my duties here I have 
asked for this most necessary item of School equiptment. 


In his Xeport last year Inspector Wilson,the Provincial 
Inspector urged that a Piano be obtained. He visited the 


School again this week and was not happy that we are still 


without the piano. The singing as we are able to undertake it, 
without music pleased him,and better work could be done with 


the assistance of music. 


You will remember that the Piano that used to be in the School 
when Mr.Gibney was *eacher,was his own property,and was sold by 
his Widow. I am getting to the position where t feel I must do 
something about the purchase of 4 Piano,and recently I have been 
looking for used Pianos at the “aton Company. Something that will 
be of good service to us is obtainable from $240 to $260. I am 
sure that I can get a reduction if I purchase myself. However you 
will realize that with my little family this means a considerable 
outlay and the money difficult to find. However I would go ahead, 
if 1 had from you or from the Department some assurance that they 
would give me some assistance,at least. 


Jatons of Calgary have been kind enough to put a Reserved card 
on a Williams Upright used Piano and will hold it until they hear 
from me. The price is #40.00,and as a Clergyman I would get 10 pe 
off of that and possibly by seeing the Manager who is a Sarcee 
Chiet(Cut Knife) more consideration could be arranged. Will you 
therefore kindly take up this matter with the Department by Air 
Mail so that I may make some decision within tho next few days. 


I can only add,that I am a fair Judge of instruments and mechan- 
ically this one is good-it has defects on the Case which is of no

With reference to the m/n subject and in accord@ ce 
with instructions received from the Brmch, an effort has 
been made to obtain a quotation on the m/n work. 


The Ziegler Construction Co. of Calgary, Alta. was re- 
quested to look over this building in the company of the 
writer and Mr.\%. MoLeod, now in charge of the Sarcee Ind- 
jan Agency. ‘The attached quotation has been received in 
connection with this work. As will be noted, the quotat- 
ion appears to be extremely high and in conversation with 
Mr.A.R. Williamson of this company, we have been advised 
that it will approximate 2 or 3 months work and will em- 
ploys one foreman, three experiended whites and 9 to 12 
Indians, all of whom, I understand, would have to be paid 
the minimum wage rate and would necessarily have to be 
covered by Workmen's Compensation. 


he tender would include the removal of the large 
heating boiler, piping, radiators, plumbing fixtures and 
electric light fixtures. All lumber would be de-nailed 
and piled. All windows and frames stacked and the site 
levelled, leaving only a lean-to building housing the well 
and pump which would be used for stock watering purposes 
on the Agency premises.

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There is a considerable amount of salvageable mat- 
erial in this building,as well as the heating plant, rad- 
iators with the necessary piping, there are 4 number of 
baths, toilets and hand basins. 


The removal of the heating plant in itself would 
require more or less special equipment, and the heavy wat- 
er and steam carrying pipes, which if the basement are in- 
hg with asbestos, would also require technical know- 

edge.

There is also a considerable quantity of fir floor- 
ing which, if taken up, would have salvage value. With all 
this equipment in mind the writer has wondered if such fix- 
tures as the heating plant, piping and radiators, the plumb- 
ing fixtures etc. could be offered as salvage and sold to 
the highest bidder, leaving such successful bidder to re- 
move same. But in considering this, the writer wonders, if 
such material were moved out of the building by experienced 
contractors such as this or some other company, whether a4 
higher bid would not be obtained as salvage over that of 
offering the same in the building when the successful bid- 
der would have to remove same.

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4s the Branch is aware, this is a farly large build- 
ing and is in very bad condition, and if allowed to remain 
in its present state might leave the Branch open to severe 
criticism when supplies of this nature are at a premium. 


The writer feels that merely to go in and tear the 
building down would be the wrong policy, especially in view 
of the fact that the equipment therein has @ certain value. 
It is suggested that, perhaps, it might be advertised on @ 
basis of taking down the building, sel vaging of saleable 
products and perhaps comparative prices might lower the bid 
which the writer is now presenting. I do not think we would 
be justified in merely putting on one or two white men with 
a number of Indians to tear the buildings down with due 
consideration to the materials as mentioned above. 


A second recourse would be to offer the heating plant, 
piping and plumbing for sale as and where is, then proceed- 
ing to tear down the pbuilding. 


The writer would be glad of advice and instructions 
in the matter.

From the minutes of a recent meeting of 
the Council of the Indian Association of Alberta, you will 
note there is a resolution asking that electric power 
be made available to the new school before the September 
term. In speaking to the resolution, the Chief of the 
Band stated thst the school is three miles from the 
power line and it is intimated that the power line be 
extended to the school. 


It 1s known that the Calgary Power has 
so large a demand on the available electric energy that 
it is not anxious for new business at present. The cost 
of running a line for three miles would, I believe, be 
greater than is justified.

If sufficient funds were still available, 
I would recommend that an electric unit be installed. 
The school is wired and the expenditure would be con- 
fined almost entirely to the cost of the unit.

During a visit to this school this week 
with Mr. Blair Fraser, Ottawa Editor of Maclean's 
Magazine, electrification of the building came up for 
a@iscussion. ‘The principal of the school stated there is 
always a danger of using lamps and at the same time the 
light ts poor. Everybody agreed that that was so and it 
was further agreed that it was poor business to put in a 
small 32-Volt plant. It is suggested that a 110-Volt 
automatic set, capable of producing 2000 watts would answer 
the purpose. It is estimated that the total cost of 
plant and installation should not exceed ¢750.00. If 
funds are now available, I hope you will consider this.

Message of November 19, in which you ask for a complete 
report indicating on whose authority the building was 
so constructed that the class room faces north instead 
of southe 


Before construction of the school was 
begun at Sarcee, Mr. Ziegler and Mr. Williamson, of 
the construction company, met with Mr. J. E- Pugh and 
myself in this office. Among other matters discussed 
was the orientation of the building. Weither the plans 
or the specifications, so far as we could determine, made 
any mention of this in a way to indicate that the classrooms 
were to face south. Those of us who favored a northern 
exposure, based our stand on the fact that northern light 
4s more evenly distributed throughout the room and is 
therefor steadier; that the direct approach of the sun's 
rays through windows facing south tends to cause consider- 
able glare within the room - so much so, that the blinds 
are usually drawn to cut out these rayse It had been 
fairly well agreed that a northern exposure should be useg 
but to be more certain that we were correct in our choice, 
I called in Mr. Berton, who is an architect employed in the 
office of the District Resident Architect. He stated that 
4f he were constructing the building, the classroom windows 
would be oriented to the northe He outlined briefly the 
reasons for this and his advice was given quite unofficially. 


We therefor decided on a northern exposure, 
and the contractor marked the plan accordingly. It is not 
the purpose of this letter to argue against a southern 
exposure. Indeed, had we known the plan was designed to 
allow southern lighting, the matter would not even have been 
discussed. 

I quite casually mentioned the location of 
the school to Mr. Clark when I met him at Gleichen last 
Tuesday. The following day he wired me at Gleichen, and 
wired and phined this office, recommending that the necessary 
structural changes be carried oute Neither I nor Mr. Pugh 
suspected for a moment that we were acting contrary to 
any specific Departmental instructions in this matter. 


This is all I have to rfport on the 
subject.

Your letter of March 16, addressed to Dr. Moore, has 
been referred to me, I discussed your letter with the Director 
several days ago, and as I informed you verbally before you 
left Ottawa, the Training Division is prepared to pay the 
salary of a teacher, on the understanding that the Hospital 
will provide living accommodation and board. 


When a teacher is engaged, it is felt that she 
should not be required to perform any other duties than teaching. 
The number of hours per day during which she carries out her 
duties would of course be subject to your direction. 


Please make enquiries with a view to obtaining the 
services of a qualified teacher, and when you are successful 
Jet me know her neme and qualifications. At the same time you 
should make « recoumendation regarding the monthly salary which 
we should allow her, 


At the Coqualeetze Hospital we have been employing 
two teachers, one Catholic end one non-Catholic. I discussed 
this phase of the matter with the Director the other day, and 
he egreed with me that similer procedure should be adopted at 
the Edmonton Hospital. Possibly two teachers are not absolutely 
necessary at the present time, but no doubt the number of your 
patients will increase and subsequently two teachers will be 
required.

As the above table shows the number of patients receiving 
instruction has increased considerably. 


Mre. Kerans was hospitalized on November 5, 1947. Asa 
result of this it was found necessary for Mre. Grantham to 
discontinue some of the established activities. Individual 
teaching of adults was temporarily stopped; put approximately 
twenty patients who were particularly keen carried on their work 
alone with the help of assignments and checking. Visual education 


was halted from January till May, 1948. 


The time available was devoted chiefly to the instruction 
of the children of school age. The newly-aroused interest in 
reading for pleasure amongst adults was kept up and library pooks were 
distributed regularly. Two adult patients, admitted during this 
period, were enrolled 4n Correspondence Courses, one in Grade XII 
and one in Business English. Assistance and supervision were 
given them when necessary. The publication of "The Arrow" was 
continued with the circulation increasing to 350. 


On May 1, Miss Z. Ferguson joined the staff as substitute 
and adult and visual education were again resumed. 


The suggestions offered by Mr. C.A.F. Clark, Educational 
Survey Officer of Ottawa, on his visits were found very helpful. 
Acting upon one of these the National Film Board was contacted 
and since bet 1948, their films have been used regularly in our

visual educational program. 


On October 1 Mrs. Kerans resumed her duties and Miss 
H. Kammrath joined the staff. The work has been divided by wards.

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CAMSELL HOSPITAL CHIEF SEES BIG YEARS AHEAD 


By Stanley Burke

Indians of Alberta and the North West Territories have a death 


pate from tuberculosis sixteen times as high as that of the general 


Ganadian public — but quiet, greying Dr. w.L.Falconer predicts 


that in five years the incidence of this scourge should be halved 


4n the Indian population. 


For Dr. Falconer, his new job as Medical Director of the Charles 


Cemceell hospital represents the achievement of an ambition. 


As a young doctor in the mining fields of northern Manitoba 


in the late 20's, he was shocked to see the conditions under which 


the native population lived and died. He did what little he could 


to aid them but it was a hopeless task. 


"IZ remember a time when twenty out of a band of a hundred died 


of whooping cough. It makes a powerful impression when you see five 
or six children, all with tuberoulosis, lying on the floor of a shack 


under a single, dirty, old blanket in forty below weather," said 
r. Falconer. 

In 1938 he was able to do more effective work when he became 
sdical superintendent at The Pas for the Indian Health Services; 


put 1t was still a near-hopeless task. His patients were almost 


always dying before they arrived for treatment. 
In 1945, he came to Edmonton as assistant to the director of 
Indian Health Services, » a report on the buildings for the 


proposed Camsell hospital. The new hospital would be the largest of 


4ts kind in Canada, serving 21,000 Indians and Eskimos in Alberta, 


the Yukon and the Northwest Territories. 


"I've wanted this job ever since I first saw the place," he 


said. “It has everything. The University is nearby for teaching 


purposes. We have good transportation by rail and air to get the 


patients in to the hospital. We have everything we need here to 
do a real job." 


Dr. Falconer succeeds Dr. Herbert Meltzer, under whose direction 


the hospital has already made almost startling progress. Last summer 


20,000 chest X-rays were made so that now records are available

Mr, Gareau replied,"Well, 
Father, we will give you a half-hour programme on New Year's Day at 
2 P.M. for the patients of Charles Camsell," Needless to say I was 
very pleased.

few days before New Year's Day Mr. Bouvier, of the National

Hospital Schools - Records and Reports 


It seems to me that a beginning could be made by the 
use of records that would give a more objective apvraisal 
of each individual who is receiving or who is expected to 
receive the hospital teecher's attention, I have discussed 
this with teachers in verious hospitale inviting them to 
make suggestions as to how this can be done, I have put 
forwerd the suggestion that for each case the approach might 
well be clinical. The individual differences to be considered 
seem to compel the use of a cumulative record card and a 
folder file for each individual. On this record would appear 
the appraisal of the pupile initial educational state i.e. 
a diagnosis in the pedagogical field @édthe tentative plans 
of the teacher adjusted to the pupils' needs, interests 
and hospitel routines, It might help if we could have a 
description of the routines in vogue at each hospitel with 
the Medical Superintendent's opinion as to what mental end 
physical activity 16 allowable for each routine, I mention 
thie because I am not sure that the routines are standardized 
for all the sanatoria in which schools are overated, For 
example, the Government of Canada operates the Charles 
Camsell Hospital, but the Government of Manitoba onerates 


those within that Province, 


I anticipate that the Medical Suverintendents may have 
misgivings if the proportion of diversional therapy is 
reduced by the intrusion of mental disciplines in the earlier 
steges of hospitalization, and some of the teachers, just as 
they do in some classrooms, would rather keep the pupils 
busy with handwork than attemot the task of making them 
literate, because such teachers are not exnert in the techniques 


of teeching reading. 
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On the basis of such individual records we could 
evolve a report form summarizing the stetistics which we 
think are significant and thus leave out a great deal of 
paver work which Mr. Dew in his faithful attempte to report 
the situation in his hospital school has thought proper 
to forward, For example a summarized report, rather than 
giving the Grade of each pupil might rather give the number 
of pupils receiving instruction in subjects in the verious 
Grades ae the individual profile is scarcely likely in many 
cases to be suited to the work of all subjects in one Grade,

According to the Indian School Bulletin issued last geptember 
welfare teachers are required to have a degree in social service 
work in order to receive salary allowances for University training. 
Inquiries that we have made indicate that such a degree is obtain- 
able only. by attending winter sessions at certain universities. 


Two members of the hospital school staff now hold degrees, one 
a Bachelor of Arte from McMaster University and the other a Bachelor 
of Education from the University of Alberta. The other two members 
are working toward a Bachelor of Education and a Bachelor of Arts 
from the University of Alberta. 


During the winter session courses are offered to Edmonton 
teachers after school hours or on Saturday: mornings by the University 
of Alberta toward these degrees. The members of this hospital 
gchool staff would like to avail themselves of thie opportunity to 
complete undergraduate degrees or to work toward rost-graduate 
degrees, if arrangements could be made, As the hospital school hours 
are longer, due to required rest periods, than regular day school 


hours and as we work Saturday mornings, it precludes attendance at 
these lectures. As welfare teachers we can only attend Summer 
School every three years, which makes 4t difficult to complete a 


degree within a reasonable time. 


In view of the foregoing, is it possible that arrangements 


might be made whereby at least a part of the staff could attend 
these Saturday morning lectures and that credit.would be given 
for degrees other than Social Service degrees?

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_ (2) Where there are special circumstances which in the judgment of the Minister 
Minister of Labour make it expedient that he should do so, he may decide what of Lsbow 
are the current or fair and reasonable rates of wages for overtime, and what 18 disputes. 
the proper classification of any work for the purposes of wages and_hours. 
Immediately upon receipt of notice of any decision of the Minister of Labour 
hereunder the Contractor shall adjust the wages and hours and classification of 
work so as to give effect to such decision. In case the Contractor shall fail so 

to do, or fail at any time to pay to any employee or employees for any services 
performed or for any hours of labour wages according to the rates set forth in the 
schedule or fixed therefor by the Minister of Labour hereunder regarding over- 

time and classification, the Minister of Labour may authorize and direct the 
Minister to pay any such wages at the rates so fixed and to deduct the amount 
thereof from any moneys owing by the Government to the Contractor and any 

such payment shall for ail purposes as between the Contractor and the Govern- 

ment be deemed and taken to be payment to the Contractor, and the Contractor 

shall be bound in every particular by any such authority, direction and payment 

as aforesaid. 

(3) For the protection of the workmen employed, the Contractor shall post Schedule te 
and keep posted in a conspicuous place on the premises where the contract is 
being executed, occupied or frequented by the workmen, the Schedule inserted in 
this contract, also the preceding paragraph (2) and any decision of the Minister 
of Labour made thereunder. 

(4) The Contractor shall keep proper books and records showing the names, 
trades, and addresses of all workmen in his employ and the wages paid to and 
time worked by such workmen, ‘and the books or documents containing such 
record shall be open for inspection by the Fair Wages Officers of the Government 
at any time it may be expedient to the Minister of Labour to have the same 
inspected. 

(5) The Contractor shall not be entitled to payment of any money which 
would otherwise be payable under the terms of the contract in respect of work 
and labour performed in the execution of the contract unless and until he shall 
have filed with the Minister in support of his claim for payment a statement 
attested by statutory declaration, showing: (1) the rates of wages and hours 
of labour of the various classes of workmen employed in the execution of the 
contract; (2) whether any wages in respect of the said work and labour remain 
in arrears; and (3) that all the labour conditions of the contract have been duly 
complied with; nor in the event of notice from the Minister of Labour of claims 
for wages, until the same are adjusted. The Contractor shall also from time to 
time furnish the Minister such further detailed information and evidence as the 
Minister may deem necessary in order to satisfy him that the conditions herein 
contained to secure the payment of fair wages have been complied with, and that 
the workmen so employed as aforesaid upon the portion of the work in respect 
of which payment is demanded have been paid in full. 

(6) In the event of default being made in payment of any money owing Power to pay 
in respect of wages of any workmen employed on the said work and if a claim Senet 
therefor is filed in the office of the Minister and proof thereof satisfactory to the payment by 
Minister is furnished, the said Minister may pay such claim out of the moneys ‘tr 
at any time payable by His Majesty under said contract and the amounts 80 
paid shall be deemed payments to the Contractor. 

(7) These conditions shall extend and apply to moneys payable for the use 
or hire of horses or teams, and the persons entitled to payments for the use or 
hire of horses or teams shall have the like rights in respect of moneys so owing 
them as if such moneys were payable to them in respect of wages. 

(8) With a view to the avoidance of any abuses which might arise from subletting, 
the subletting of contracts it shall be understood that subletting, other than ** 
such as may be customary in the trades concerned, is prohibited unless the 
approval of the Minister is obtained ; subcontractors shall be bound in all cases 
to conform to the conditions of the main contract, and the main contractor 
shall be held responsible for strict adherence to all contract conditions on the 
part of subcontractor; the contract shall not, nor shall any portion thereof be 
transferred without the written permission of the Minister; no portion of the 
work to be performed shall be done at the homes of the workmen. 

(9) All workmen employed upon the work comprehended in and to be Workmen to 
executed pursuant to the said contract shall be residents of Canada, unless the brgsitey's 
Minister is of opinion that Canadian labour is not available or that other special 
circumstances exist which render it contrary to the public interest to enforce 
this provision.

He 
started in on the Michel Reserve well and after getting down 
about 40 feet ran in to a sand formation which he was unable 
to handle with his machine and has abandoned the job. He will 
not expect any pay for the work done. 


Yesterday, I located a ir. Philip Sharest, at Beaumont, 
Alta, an experienced well man, and he is of the opinion that 
he can handle the sand without difficulty. His charges, however, 
are $2.50 per foot for the 3 ffot hole, being 50 éts per foot 
higher than the former price. He is working at prewent on a 
well at a school in the Cooking Lake District but will be able 
to start on a well at Michel on i'riday or saturday of this week 
and do Stony Plain Reserve next week. 


There are wells on adjoining quarters on the sast, 
North and West of the present school site, and I would 
resommend that another attempt be made to secure water on 
this location.
